Joint declaration of principles was 
a@ specific expression of hostility to 
OUTSIDE interference in their af- 
fairs—of course particularly mean- 
ing interference by Germany, Ltaly 
or Japan. Mabe it was just as well, 
in a way, that the declaration did 
not specify with unmistakable par- 
ticularity. As Senator Robert R. 
Reynolds remarks, hatred is un- 
profitable; it is injurious to the 
hater, but not necessarily injurious 
to the hate-ee. A lot of us surely do 
hate Hitler and Mussolini. Still, is 
it desirable to put it formally on 
record? 

The really unpleasant implica- 
tion is that some of our Latin New 
Worldlings consider that we (the 
U .S. A.) may yet try to be as dom- 
ineering over them as Germany, 
Italy and Japan doubtless would 
like to be. Hence they remain a bit 
suspicious of us, too; in voicing dis- 
approval of outside interference in 
their affairs they hint at a recol- 
lection that we have been interfer- 
ing outsiders in Latin America sev- 
eral times in the past. 


Argentine Suspicions 
Argentina was the outspckenly 


suspicious republic. 
Her Lima delegates said frank- 
ly: 


“To be sure, Uncle Samuel is a 
es neighbor now, but how can we 
certain that he will stay so?” 

I cannot but sympathize with a 
modicum of this skepticism.

LONDON-ROME 
TALK FAILS 


Spanish Civil War Is 
Stumbling Block To 
Chamberlain's Plan

ROME ‘Copyright 1939 by United 
Press) — Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain’s visit to Premier Be- 
nito Mussolini has proved':a failure. 
it was indicated today. The result 
was expected to be the virtual aban- 
donment of Chamberlain's “appease- 
ment” policy ana a hardening ci 
the division line between the de- 
mocracies and the dictatorships ot 
Europe. 

Tne Spanish civ war seemed to 
have been the stumbling block. Mr. 
Mussolini had hoped to get Cham- 
berlain to recognize the Spanish 
nationalists as belligerents so they 
lezally blockade 
coasts ald starve the government 
into surrender quickly. Instead, it 
was indicated, Chamberlain asked 
Mussolini to make good his promise 
of last April, when the British- 
Italian friendship agreement was 
negotiated. and take his own troops 
out of Spain. 

Musolini refused, it was under- 
stood, and at the same time Couni 
Galeazzo Ciano, his foreign minis- 
ter and son-in-law, was reported to 
have told Viscount Halifax, British 
foreign secretary, that the national- 
ists expected to enter Barcelona 
within a few weeks. 

A most important angle of the 
present Situation was the urgency 
with which the British delegates 
made it their business to inform the 
ambassadors of friendly nations of 
their progress—or rather their lack 
of progress.

Fleet Parades 
Through Canal 


Greatest U. S. Naval Display 
In History Concentrates 
For Caribbean Maneuvers 


BALBOA, C. Z., (UP) — The 
United States fleet today began 
passing through the Panama Canal 
form the Pacific headed for the 
Caribbean sea for the greatest con- 
centration of fighting sea strength 
in the nation’s history. 

Led by the aircraft carrier Lex- 
inton, 89 units of the Pacific fleet 
began the transit of the canal at 
4:50 a. m. 


The scene was one of impressive 
martial might as the parade started. 
Troops strictly guarded the locks 
strategic areas of the ditch, per- 
mitting no one to approach. Air- 
planes soared overhead in the 
bright sunshine. 


Panama and Balboa harbor was 
crowded with bristling war craft, 
awaiting their turn. No commer- 
cial traffic will be permitted in the 
canal until the entire fleet is 
through. 

The last vessel will be Admiral 
Claude C. Bloch’s Flagship, the 33,- 
100 ton battleship Pennsylvania. 
The Pennsylvania is scheduled to 
start through at noon tomorrow, 
but may wait at Balboa until Mon- 
day.

WITH MULTITUDES of people 
following Christ about and listen- 
ing to His preachings, it probably 
was felt by Him that He must get 
away from the world sometimes 
and commune with His God. So, 
on this night of which we are told 
He took his three best friends, 
Peter, James and John, his brother, 
and went up into-a high mountain 
to pray. The record says it must 
have been Mount Hermon, which 
‘rises 9,000 feet. 

At any rate, while Jesus prayed 
apart from his companions, the 
three disciples went to sleep. They 
were awakened by a bright light, 
and they saw Jesus transfigured 
80 that ‘‘His face did shine as the 
sun, and His raiment was white as 
the light.” With Him the disciples 
saw two great Jewish leaders, 
Moses and Elias, the prophet. They 
were talking to Jesus about His 
coming death in Jerusalem. Then 
& cloud appeared, and out of the 
cloud a voice spake and said: “This 
is my Beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased; hear thou Him.” 

You can imagine that the dis- 
ciples were frightened at first, but 
Jesus came and touched them and 
told them not to fear. All their 
lives these men, especially Peter, 
remembered and pondered on this 
Vision. 

Have you ever seen a familiar 
face become transfigured with joy 
or inspired thought? It is some- 
thing to remember. Plain human 
faces can reflect such a wondrous 
light that are transformed and 
plain features are made beautiful. 


On the next day a certain man 
came to Jesus and brought his only 
son with him. The son was an epi- 
leptic. The people of that day 
thought a devil was in him, tear- 
ing and bruising him and making 
him foam at the mouth and cry 
out. The father said the disciples 
had tried to cure him, but they had 
not been able, Jesus cured the son 
and when His disciples asked Him 
why they could not do it, He told 
them it was because they did not 
have enough faith. 

Another interesting story which 
comes in today’s lesson also illus 
trates how lack of faith may liter- 
ally let one down. It is the story 
of Jesus walking on the water. The 
disciples were in a ship which was 
tossed about in the rough sea. 
Jesus was on the shore, and He 
went toward the ship, walking on 
the water. The disciples were 
frightened at seeing this miracle. 
They thought He was a spirit. But 
Jesus comforted them by saying, 
“Be of good cheer; it is I; be not 
afraid.” , 

Then Peter said: “Lord, if it be 
Thou, bid me come unto Thee on 
the water.” And He said “Come.” 

So Peter started walking toward 
Jesus on the water, but he became 
afraid, and when he was afraid he 
started to sink, crying out “Lord, 
save me!” 

Jesus stretched out His hand 
and caught him and said, “Oh, 
thou of little faith, wherefore didst 
thou doubt” ? 

This is one of the many lessons 
Wwe can remember all our lives. We 
must have faith. We may not be 
able to walk on the water. We do 
not live in the time of Jesus and 
we do not have the physical pres- 
ence of the Savior. But if we bee 
lieve that He can do all things, 
and if we trust and work hard 
toward a solution of our problems, 
We, too, can carry on, even though 
our paths seem dark.

Gold Rush Shown In State’s 
Farm Display At Fair 


SACRAMENTO — The highlights 
of agricultural history in Califor- 
nia together with a -graphic pre- 
sentation of the work performed for 
agriculture by the California Agri- 
cultural Department will be seen by 
visitors to the San Francisco-Golden 
Gate International Exposition on 
Treasure Island in the department's 
exhibit now nearing completion. 


Situated in the Hall of Agricul- 
ture, the department's display, built 
with funds allocated by the Cali- 
fornia commission from an appro- 
priation made by the legislature for 
state participation, is a circular 
panorama. 


As the visitor enters, the first 
scene shows the primitive Indians 
who knew little of cultivation and 
crops until the Mission fathers be- 
gan their instructions in and about 
the units of the Franciscan chain. 
The arrival of Cabrillo, the dis- 
coverer of California, is depicted, as 
well at that colorful period in Cal- 
ifornia’s history when the main ag- 
ricultural industry was the produc- 
tion of cattle. Passing from that 
period when cowhides and_ tallow 
were virtually the state’s banknotes. 
the exhibit shows Fort Sutter, at 
Sacramento, established 100 years 
ago as the. nucleus around which 
John Sutter hoped to build a vast 
farm colony, New Helvetia. Next :o 
be seen is the period of the Gold 
Rush and the stimulus which agri- 
culture received through the need of 
the Argonauts for fresh fruits and 
vegetables, the coming of the rail- 
roads, the development of irriga- 
tion, the start of cooperative mar- 
keting. The historical phase of the 


exhibit concludes with the modern 
farm. ; ‘ : 

The work of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is depicted in 
an equally interesting fashion, em- 
bracing plant quarantine, insect 
and plant control, marketing, mar- 
ket news and crop reporting, fruit 
and vegetable standardization, re- 
cording of cattle brands, meat: and 
dairy products inspection, seed test- 
ing, weed and rodent control, and 
other functions of the Department 
as provided by law. 

Work on the exhibit has been. 
underway on Treasure Island for | 
several months by a crew of crafts- 
men under the direction of Clif- 
ford Clower, in charge of exhibits 
and illustrations for the Depart- 
ment.
